CULTURE 

Plant  in  good  garden  soil,  4 to  6 inches  apart,  and 
cover  about  4 inches  above  the  top  of  the  bulb.  If 
stable  manure  is  used,  it  should  be  thoroughly  rotted 
and  mixed  with  the  soil.  High  grade  potato  fer- 
tilizer is  good ; and  we  get  good  results  with  a mix- 
ture of  bone  meal,  cotton  seed  meal  and  wood  ashes, 
the  latter  not  to  be  added  until  ready  to  use.  Avoid 
planting  near  foundation  walls  of  buildings,  close  to 
trees  or  large  shrubs,  or  in  the  shade.  Cultivate 
often  and  thoroughly.
